What Can Be Done on Sage Land MWith- 
out Water Plenty of Good Land Up 
North that Will Pay Well With 
Good Farming — One Third the 
Farmers in Honey Lake Valley 
Huve No Water for Irrigation,

From our own Correspondent. 

In answer to the questions: Cab 
grain be raised in Lassen county on 
the sage land without water for irri- 
gating purposes, and the amount of 
ground cultivated withcut water, and 
how does it prodace‘—I would say 
that there is a body of land laying 
between Susanville and Reno that will 
and does to a limited extent produce 
good grain without water. There is 
land enough in Honey Lake Valley 
for 500 farms that would raise 25 
bushels of wheat or barley per acre, 
almost every year, if it was properly 
putin. All that is required to pro- 
duce a good crop is to 

PLOW DEEP IN THE SVKING, 

and then in the fall put in the grain, 
and a fine crop is the result. Some 
have tried farming here on sage land. 
They would put in acrop ip the spring, 
plow the ground four inches and a 
half, harrow it, and trust to provi- 
dence for the future. The result 
would be about eight to ten bushsls 
r acre. They would leave in dis- 
st. But when the sage land has 

tried by a farmer that used good 
farm sense, the ground has always 
paid a good dividend to the owner. 
Of a wet wioter, when the snow is 
piled up in the mountains, and the 
valley is theroughly wet, 

A GOOD OROP 186 A SURE THING. 
Barley and wheat seem to be adapted 
to this particular soil. The propri- 
etors of the Lassen mills prefer wheat 
that has not been irrigated to that 
which has been watered; it is not so 
flioty, and, as a general thing, will 
out yield the latter for flour.
